was so disabled by rheumatism that he could 
not continue his work, and his business activity 
during his short residence here been 
broken by the great flre; so that he was vot one 
of those who had become most fully identi fied 
with the Chicago Bar. He made a fuller record 
while living in Stephenson County, where his 
residence began in 1836, and continued until his 
removal to this city. He become connected with 
the Bar in 1840, and wasin active practice for 
more than. thirty years, during which time he 
served the public in various offices of trust. He 
wae elected Probate Justice as early as 
the fall of 1845, and became Circuit-Attorney 
while Thomas Ford was Governor, acquitting 
himself in that capacity with credit. A term in 
Congress I 1847 brought him into 
participation in the n sional action that 
pertained to the war with Mexico. In 1854 he 
was elected a member of the Illinois House of 
Representatives, and became its Speaker. In 
1861, upon the nomination of Gov. Yates, he be- 
came a member of the Peace Congress which 
sat in Washington, and, on hia return home, was 
elected and commissioned Colonel of the Fif- 
teenth Regiment of Illinois Volunteers.

The Board of Directors of the Free Library 
met yesterday afternoon, President Hoyne in 
the chair. 

THE FUNDS. 

The Special Committee appointed to consult 
with the Comptroller with refereuce to the funds 
at the disposal of the Board reported that they | 
had made an investigation, which resulted in 
learning the following facts : The appropriations 
for the years 1872 and 1878 aggregated $106,- 
771.17; loss by Gage defaleation, $6,308; ex- 
penses to date, $30,952.04, leaving a balance of 
$69,511.18. Of the latter amount, however, 
about $52,000 was as yet uncollected, and $15,- 
000 will probably not be collected during the 

resent year, leaving available until the tax- 
love of 1874 comes in $54,511, of which about 
$24,000 will have to be paid for books, iodi- 
cals, etc., the hase of which has been al- 
ready ordered, ving $30,000 for administra- 
tion, rent, etc,

Persons 
not residents may be admitted tothe use of 
the room for special reasons by the Direc- 
tors. 6. A card, to be furnished each 
person entitled to draw books, must be 
produced when a book is taken or returned. Im- 
mediate notice of a change of residence must be 
iven ; by neglecting to do so, the ticket-holder 
orfeits the privileges. 7. The holder of a card 
is entitled to draw one octavo or large size 
volume, or twoof smaller size, if of the same 
work. 8. Books may be retained two weeks, 
and renewed for the same period. 9. Books la- 
beled ‘‘ seven-day bock can be retained but 
one week, and cannot be renewed. 10. Encyclo- 
edeas, etc., cannot be taken -from the library. 
1. A fine of 5 cents shall be paid on each vol- 
ume not returned in the specified time, 
and no book can be taken out 
until fines are paid. 12, Delinquents 
will be notified by mail, and if the book is not 
returned the grantor will be notified. If it is 
not returned within a month, the Law Depart- 
ment will collect the value of the book, accrued 
fines, etc. 14. Any persons abusing the privi- 
| leges or violating the rules of the Library shall 
be suspended, and the case reported to the Di- 
rectors for action. 

The Board then adjourned.

Tus speech of Mr. Hesing before the Republi- 
can State Committee was not the mere expres- 
gion of opinion by a man accustomed to rule; it 
yas something more. Mr. Hesing was but giv- 
ing the reasons which had led to the disruption 
of the Republican party in this county and State 
which had glready taken place. In 1872 the 

German population were ripe for a severance 
from the Republican party. Mr. Hesing knew 
this, and he was able only to postpone it until 
after the election. Despite his personal exer- 
tions, this county, which gave Grant over 12,000 
, gave Beveridge only about 800 for 
vernor. We give these figures to 
show that the Republicans who refused to vote for 
Beveridge (and they were all Germans) alone 
had the power to blot out the Republican ma- 
jority in this county. The defection of 1872, 
which was confined to one candidate, is now 
complete, and includes substantially 15,000 to 
18,000 men who voted for Grant, and have 
hitherto constituted the bulk of the Republican 
party in this county. The transfer of these 
votes to the Opposition nearly destroys the en- 
tire Republican majority of 1872 in the State. 
The severance of these men from the Republican 
party is final, absolute, and complete. Mr. 
Hesing’s speech was a mere recital of the 
reasons for an act long since accomplished, and 
in which he was one of the last to units. 
The defection of the German population set- 
tles the political fate of the three Congressional, 
seven Senatorial, and twenty-one Assembly Dis- 
tricts of this county. Of these the Opposition 
have now one State Senator and eight Assembly- 
men, the latter elected under the minority-repre- 
sentationrule. The change will place in the hands 
of the Opposition the election of all these Con- 
cressmen, all these Senators, and fifteen of the 
twenty-one Aesemblymen. It gives them, also, 
the control of all the county officers elected by 
the people. Sheriff and Coroner are to be elect- 
ed this fall, and both of these offices have been 
filled by Republican nominees ever since 1854. 
In one-third of the legislative districts of the 
State the political majority will be reversed. 
The feeling in the interior in favor of a new deal 
is more intense than in the cities, so that, as far 
as the elections of 1874 go, the ascendancy of 
the Republican party in Illinois is probably de- 
stroyed more. effectually than it was last year in

A FOREIGN VIEW OF TEMPERANCE. 

J. de Armas Cespedes, a Spanish writer of 
considerable reputation, both in Spain and Cuba, 
has contributed an article on the present temper- 
ance crusade to the Galary, which is peculiarly 
interesting, because it presents the views of a 
disinterested foreigner.

THE BIBLE ON WINE. 

The Alliance of yesterday contains a noticeable 
editorial on Wige and the Bible.” It indorses 
the view maintained by the Rey. Dr. Thomas 
in the Methodist Ministers’ meeting last Mon- 
day, holding that the Bible eondemns drunken- 
ness, intoxication, excess, and that it nowhere 
condemns moderate use of wine. The curious 
argument that the Greek oines means fermented 
wine in some places and unfermented in others, 
ig rebuked by sound scholarship. The wine 
made from water at Cana of Galilee could not 
have been unfermented, for a reason which the 
Alliance gives in detail. The guests at the 
wedding feast had already well drunk,” yet 
they pronounced the last wine offered them 
the best of all. If this were so, it could not 
have been molasses and water, or the 
insipid juice of the grape fresh’from the press. 
It would have then lacked that much-prized 
flavor which only fermentation and age can give, 
and would have been inferior to the wine pro- 
vided before. The Alliance shows that Christ 
himself was a moderate drinker. He was even 
called a wine-bibber.“ To say of a Jew of 
that age: He drinks wine,“ would have been 
no more of an accusation than to say of some- 
body now: He drinks coffee.“ The fact that 
John the Baptist was accused of being possessed 
by a devil because he drank nothing shows how 
universal the habit of drinking was. At the 
Last Supper, Christ with his own hands 
poured out wine to his Disciples. Protestant 
ministers intitate him in this to-day. But they 
rise from the union-tables to preach that 
Christ did not use wine. He taught, by constant 
example, true temperance, but not abstinence. 
Paul, the great Apostle, advised Timothy to 
„Drink no longer water, but use a little wine!’ 
The few denunciations of alcohol found in the 
Bible all condemn excess init. None of them can 
be fairly interpreted, in view of the actions re- 
corded and the advice given in the New. Testa- 
ment, to command total abstinence. The A- 
ance very frankly admits the truth of this the- 
ory. It urges men to atop drinking because 
they can thus put temptation ant of their neigh- 
bors’ way. —

STRIKES ‘AND CONTRACTS, 
The trouble between capitalists and laborers 
is growing to an alarming extent. A special tel- 
egram to Tae Trrevre, from our correspondent 
at Pottsville, Penn., afew days since, conveyed 


on a strike there at that time. We have no dis- 
position to question the right of laborers to 
do what they can to better their condition, or to 
obtain for their work the highest possible com- 
pensation. Although a strike is always to be 
regretted, inasmuch asit checks the prosperity 
of the community in which it takes place, there 
is no reason why the strikers should be inter- 
fered with by the State simply because they are 
on a stvik6. The laborer has a riglit to demand 
what he will for his labor. Labor- 
ers have a right to combine to bring 
about an increase in their wages. Al 
this is conceded, But then, surely, there are 
some rights which, employers have, and which 
employes are bound to respect. If a manufac- 
turer makes a contract with a laborer, he is ro- 
sponsible to him in damages if he fails to keep 
it. Should not the laborer be held. responsible 
in some way if he fails to keep his part of the 
contract? The sovereign power of the State has 
always watched over the performance of con- | 
tracts, and sometimes undertakes to enforce | 
contracts specifically. - Why should it not see to 
it that laborers keep their contracts with their 
employers? When the term of their contract 
has expired, let them strike for higher wages if 
they will. Until it has expired, they should | 
keep their agreement. We repeat it, there are 
some rights employers have which employes are 

bound to respect. Employers have a right to the 
performance of contracts made between them and 

their employes. The laborers of this country 

are intelligent enough to know that contracts are 

made to be kept, and that the violation of a 

contract is visited by civil liabilities. : N

BUT, WHAT IS, THis *‘ BRAGTICAL,” EDUCATION 
for which so many persons are clamoring? Are 
there any two persons among them who can 
agree as to what itis? If by practical education 
is meant that minimum of training and teaching 
which will just enable a man to house, 
and feed himself,—to pay his bt and —.4 
clear of the po ee a ae 
in the three Re, Readin', Ri * 
tio, —then we deny that such an education 
subserves, in the highest degree, even its own | 
petty and selfish ends. The wretched econo- 
my which tries to sift the so-called practical | 
from the true, the good, and the beautiful, fails 
to get even the good it covets. But the most 
popular idea of a practical education is that 
which regards it as a training for a particular 
_ «ailing or profession. Our colleges are begged ; 
to treat Smith’s son as an incipient tape-seller, 
Brown's as an undeveloped broker, Thomson's 
as an embryo engineer, and Jones’ as a budding | 
attorney. Well, we admit to the fullest extent 
the right of Smith, Brown, Thomson, and Jones, 
juniors, to quahfy themselves for any occupa- 
tion they choose; but we deny their right to de- 
mand of the State or of our colleges a special 
training which shall qualify them for buying cali- 

co, building bridges, drawing declarations, or 
ee. in stocks. Young men demand an 
education which shall make them good mer- 
chants, lawyers, and carpenters; but they need, 
rer OF ALL, 
and more imperiously than all thingselse, to be 
educated as men. 

Of a piece of timber yon may make a mast, a 
machine, a piano, or a pulpit; but, first of all, it 
must become timber, sound, solid, and well- 
seasoned. The highest and truest education is 
not that which develops, trains, and strengthens 
this or that faculty, but that which vitalizes and 
stimulates all the faculties,—which does for the 
mind what the gymnasium does for the body: 
energizes it by robust and bracing exercises. Ag 
the development of a single member or organ 
of the body is not trne physical culture, so the 
inordinate development. of the memory, the 
imagination, or the reasoning ‘faculty, is not in- 
telleotual culture. The first condition of suc- 
cessful bodily labor is health; and, as aman in 
2 Ith can do what an unhealthy man cannot do, 
as, of this health, the properties are strength, 
— agility, graceful carriage aud action, 
manual dexterity, and endurance of fatigue, so,
